No Fundamental Difference 


'I'H K Parts peace conference was stirred in its 
* 
plenary session Monday by s strongly-worded 
appeal for a spirit of peace by Jan Christian 
Smuts, premier of South Afrlc*, ststesmsn of the 
British empire and one of the grestast 
liYing 
politician-philosophers. 
His theme, simple as are all gteat ihougnta, 
was simply that there is no fundsmentsi dlYidiiig 
line between the East and 
eat. He ws« speak ­ 
ing, of course, shout the schism opening between 
Russia and the English-speak ing peoples. While 
together they are only a fraction of Iht East and 
West, what happens to tnem affects all other 
populations in their orbits of influence. 


Premier Smuts is both right and wrong. Thera 
is no fundamental dividing line between the East 
and W'est. The imaginary line, moreover, is being 
wiped out by proof of compatibility furnished by 
co-operative action during the war. Rut then 
there was a sudden halt to compstibliity. The 
Eoglish-spesk ing peoples were shock ed tn dt* 
coyer that their Russian ally had as insatiable 
an appetite for appeasement as Italy under Mus­ 
solini or Garmsny undsr Hitler. A new k ind of 
diyiding line was drawn. 


As Premier Smuts k nows, absolutism is not 
geographic. Hs has encountered it in his own 
career and fought against it in South Africa He 
has seen it crop out in every part of the world 
at tinaea. He has watched it in the West and in 
the East. There is no quarrel between Russisus 
and any other population which cannot be set­ 
tled by good will. Rut to (he ex tent that any 
government anywhere persists in the stlltude 
that it must destroy all other goytrnmenla Ie« i 
it be destroyed by them, « here can be no pear* 
because there can be no reciprocal good will 
and without reciprocity, good will ia impossible. 


Meat-Heads At Work 


I F THIS were not the political silly season with 
‘

rumors of lifting the embargo on Argentina beef 
would be too pieposterous to believe. Hut under 
the circumstances, as daily events have been 
proving, nothing out of Washington is too pre­ 
posterous to believe. The moie preposterous it 
is, the more lik ely It is to be trua. 


Lifting tha embargo on Argentine beef would 
mean that stock growara in tha United States 
had earned punishment by their government for ! 
refusing to play bail with a political factiuii 
which mix ed politics with tha meat aupply and 
created an ex ploeive mix ture that threatens to 
blow it out of office. The embargo, as is well 
k nown, has bean for oroiactlon of the United 
States meat industry, though lha nominal ramson 
has been to protect this country from the h<M» f 
and mouth disease. 


To lift it as punishment for the maat Indusiiv 
would be to give agriculture a gratuitous sm-k 
in the nose. It would be s patulsnt set of politt- 
ciaui throwing a bureaucratic teniper fit because 
private citiaens refused to fall In with a plan to 
control a phase of the national economy whicn 
was beyond government control. It would be, all 
things considered, the grand climax ol the tragic- | 
comic antics of a government which ha« losi ’ 
its sen. e of direction and now neems to be 
losing its head 
Fortunately, the Itepailmeni of Agriculture is 
on rccoid with reassurance that the threat won t 
be carried out, but only because Argentina lack * 
beef for ex port at this time, not because there is 
any ahortage in the Truman administration s 
capacity for folly.

^^HILDREN studying geography in an age of

for distance.

H, has flown 10.29 5 miles from the Hawaiian 
Islands over the Arctic Circle to Cairo. An ex - 
perlmeiUal model of a V. S. Navy plans recent­ 
ly flew even further, from Australia to Colum­ 
bus. O. 
These (lights deinonstrats a new conception of 
geography taught In tiic last few years with 
string. The earth Is round. Therefore, the short­ 
est distance between two points on 
a sphere is 
a curved line—the string distance. 
The distance covered by the B 29 
10.29 5, miles 
—if covered in reverse from Cairo toward the 
United States would have brought the whole 
North American continent and most of Central 
America into the plane’s flying range, if cov­ 
ered from Chicago over the North Pole, it would 
tak e a plane to Bombay. It 1« a little more than 
the distance from Cleveland to Manila via the 
Arctic. It means that not only distance but time 
IS being dissolved rapidly in the solvent of flight. 
The day is almost in sight when 
a winged 
mechaniem can move through the air above the 
earth’s surface more rapidly than the earth 
itself moves around the sun. The distance from 
here to there is so many miles as the crow flies, 
but ao many hours as the ptene flies. It is 4tt 
hours from Honolulu to Cairo, 5S hours from 
Perth, Australia, to Columbus.
